Some time ago hla 
wife went on а visit to ber friends, and was 
gonesome time, Tho reverend, believing that 
1t was not good for man to bo alone, took in 
a young grass widow as housekeeper while bis 
wife was gone. For these little irregularities 
һе was arraigned at the last quarterly meeting, 
and suspended for ono year from presching.

Mra. Cora L, V. Tappan. 

This eloquent spoaker has been holding forth 
in Liverpool, Eng.(Istely, ‘The Mercury, pub- 
lished in that city, gives quite an interesting 
account of one.of her lectures. 

It appears from the statenients given by the 
Mercury, that Dr. Hitchman presided, and be- 
‘Tore the lecture commenced gave on his own 
account " ten ressuna" for the truth of Spirit: 
"aliam. Then followed some mualo of rather 
в solemn kind, after which the chairman asked 
‘the meeting to select a committeo of five gon: 
tlemen who would nt once take upon them- 
selves the task of solecting threo subject’ for 
Mra.

hyjirophobis being discussed. Mrs. Tappan 
the stepped forward and was greeted with 
muclycheering She was again elegantly and 
tastefully dressed, and with choice flowers 
Wreathed among her fair, clustering curls, cer. 
tainly looked в most charming lecturer. She 
again faced ber audienca with the utmost self. 
possession, and spoke fuently and ably on the 
nubject selected, and In some of the more [oettc 
passages of tho discourse her delivery was 
marked with mn clocutlonary grace seldom 
found among public, speakers, Sho frankly 
stated at the ontsct that the\wubject selected 
oftered no test of the impromptu nature of her 
address (a candid confession to make if she 
o In tranco state); but it would undoubted- 

ly sflord some information to the audience. 
After explaining tho utility of Spiritualism in 
n religious and philosophic sansa, ће said that 
Ае Spiritualism did nothing else the fact that it 
overcame the fear of death wasa primal fact. 
for which It claimed utilityin the world. She 
went on at considerable length to apeak of the 
utility of Spiritualism, and armo part of the 
Argument somp persong In the audience hissed 
the lecturer; but she soon silenced the objectors

The inquiry is often made, bow can 1 be 
come developed as a medium? 

"There aro many phas of mediumebip. 
Some Individuals pass from one phase to an. 
other very rapidly, others continue а long 
time ss mediums for some particular phase, 
without any or very Jittle/apparent, chang 

“A majority of the people aro mediuinistic, 
and can be readily developed to some useful 
phase of mediumship. 

The question ів, bow cah it be done? "There 
are various means by which i is readily ас 
complished, If there ls already a well devel- 
oped medium that can be procured to slt with 
the rete, where all desire to become mediums, 

should be done; If not, go to work In ear- 
nekt without fuch ald. 

Let а few earnest soula, if such can be 
found, Join in в resolve to sit regularly twice 
at least в week, not more thao six persons, un. 
less a greater number can be relied upon ал 
sincere seekers for truth. N 

One person alope can become developed, If 
the same rules are obsèrva na are required 
where several alt for development. 

While a clrele of about equal numbers of 
each sex ia preferable, It la by no means ab 
solutely necessary 

Let a room be selected that fs secluded from 
all disturbing noises, nnd one that can be ren 
dered totally dark, If desifable, , 

Let tbe soekers for truth convene at regular 
boure and days, and ander по circumstances 
allow the mind to be absorbed іа business for- 
eign to the object of development. Lat seren- 
ity of feeling and love of trath, mingled with 
kind feelings to all the world, hold supreme 
control during the hours of sittin 

It ts well to form a circle around a light ta 
Ме with tbe palm of the hands resting flat up- 
оп the table leaf. Lower the lights во asto 
make а very soft mollow light, only, Have 
writing paper and pencils ready before each 
person, so that If an inclination is manifested 
to use them, it can be readily done withont 
breaking the circle. 

A alate, with a bit of pencil on. it, may be 
occasionally held under the table close to the 
leaf» covering being thrown over the table at 
scut times, soas to make [t perfectly dark under 
the table. Independent writing mediums are 
frequently developed іп thie way. 

Good singing nida mach in harmonteing 
Aho circle and making each person negativo, 
Aid comparatively thoughtless of all but the 
words ating, and the musical tones of. the 
voices. Music from a good music box Is bel 
ter than no music, but the magnetic eflect of 
good lively yunes and expressive words, are 
far preferable, 

Bomo one will soon feel an irresiatiblo desire 
to move я band, speak, write orapat the table 
with the palm of the hands Raps may be 
heard; the table may tip or tame other demon- 
stration may be wi , or some ono may 
һе entranced and speak. 

Havo no fear of cons«québcés whatever It 
may be, and under no circumstances reatst the 
influence. Yield to the influence cheerfully, 
with a sincere faith thet your еріні friends 
will allow no harm, nor anything to be done 
which 1а improper. 

The frst being imperfect, 
{he spirit contro) ls often very eccentric. 

Hence wo have advised that in forming cir- 
cles, none should be admitted buteuch as havo 
в sincero desire for truth. ] 

When spirit communion (à once establlahed, 
по matter by what means the intelligence is 
manifested, questions are in order, and the 
spirits will give such directions as necessary 
in conducting. the devel circles there- 
after, Buch directions м give abould 
be followed. 

И any one feels disposed to reise objections 
and thereby create inbarmony, It la better to 
close the circle at once, than to eit there with 
uncongenial feelings, and not attempt to come 
together again until all such feelings are en- 
Urely subdued. Harmony із absolutely neces- 
sary for spirit communion. 

‘This la buts meagre outline of directions 
for forming spirit circles for developing me- 
diuma, and yet It will serve a good purpose, 
with thousands who have no knowledge upon 
the subject.
